COMMENT ON THE SITUATION. 

With the end of the first stage of 
the Franco-Serbian campaign, which 
resulted in the evacuation of Mona- 
stir by the Bulgarians and Germans, 
and a diminution of hostilities in 
the Somme region of France, except 
for bombardments and isolated in- 
fantry action, Rumania has again be- 
come the center of interest. Driv- 
ing eastward through Western Wal- 
lachia, the Austro-German forces 
now are reaching out for Craiova, 
lying on the railroad midway be- 
tween the Danube town of Orzova, 
Hungary, and Bucharest. This ma- 
neuver apparently places a menace in 
the rear to the retreat of the Ru- 
manians fighting in the north on 
Hungarian soll and disputing with 
the Austro-Germans the passages of 
the Transylvanian Alps leading to the 
Plains of Wallachia.

for the withdrawal of the American 
punitive expedition and the protec- 
tion: of life and property along the 
international border may be reached. 
Fortified by the assurance of Presi- 
dent Wilson that he will back the 
American representatives in their 
efforts to reach a settlement of the 
questions at issue between Mexico 
and the United States, Secretary 
Lane returned here late today. He 
immediately went into conference 
with Dr. J. E. Mott and Judge 


George Gray, the other American 
commissioners, informing them in 
detail of the conference he had at 
Washington on Saturday with the 
President. The formal meeting with 
the Mexicans will take place tomor- 
row. 


— 


UNCERTAINTY. 
The atmosphere of uncertainty 
and even hopelessness which has 


been apparent for many weeks, was 
entirely lacking tonight. The Amer- 
icans appeared confident that the 
end of the conference is in sight. 
Their. propositions have been re- 
duced to writing, and it if understood 
will admit of little debate. a 

The Mexicans appeared not to take 
a pessimistic view of the situation, 
Mr. Cabrera again assuring newspa- 
per men that he was very hopeful of 
an amicable adjustment. There was 
no evidence, however, that he was 
prepared to recede from his position 
so long maintained that agreement to 
K plan ot the Americans was out 
of the question. |

could not be determined. They have 
been disposed of late to agree with 
the Americans on the plan suggested, 
and it was the opposjtion of Mr.

There was some reason to- 
night to believe that Mr, Cabrera 
had won them over to an agreement 
to stand with him. ; 

THE PLAN. 
The plan to be placed before the 


Mexicans will contain nothing that 
is new to them. It has been gone 
over in sessions of the joint com- 
mission time and again, and will not 
require a long explanation. 

The question at issue is not the 
withdrawal of Gen. Pershing's 
troops. They will be called back 
when the American government is 
convinced that it can be done with- 
out jeopardizing the safety of the 
border. The more debatable ques- 
tion is the method of controlling the 
border after they have been taken 
out. The Mexicans will pot be per- 
mitted to place restrictions on the 
manner in which the American 
government may protect its border, 
nor on the manner in which it may 
punish marauding bandits, 

OBJECTIONS. 
The Mexicans have objected se- 


riously to acknowledging the right of 
the United States to send troops 
across the international boundary in 
pursuit of bandits, but have been 
more insistent that in case troops 
are sent they be moved subject to 
certain restrictions. When the Mex- 
ican commissioners leave here it will 
be with the realization that Ameri- 
can forces will be used to run down 
any raiding band that crosses the 
border into the United States, re- 
gardless of where they may have to 
go or of how long they may have 
stay in Mexico.

FASHIONABLE CLUB. 


SAN FRANCISCO MILLIONAIRES 
YIELD CHANGE, DUCK, 


Excitement on Nob Hill When 
Bandits in Auto Stop Before Ex- 
clusive Pacific Union and Decide 
to Take a Look In—Quiect Game 
is Interrupted.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Nov. 20—Five un- 
masked bandits held up the exclu- 
sive Pacifie Union Club on Nob 
Hill at 9:50 o'clock tonight, took 
$20 in coin from James W. Byrne, 
frightened Frank Drum, Gordon 
Armsby and Lansing Mizner into 
retreat under a screen, scared half 


a dozen attaches within an inch of 
their lives, and got away without 
leaving a description behind them. 

The five robbers appeared in 
front of the fashionable club in an 
automobile, what kind of a machine 
no one was able to say, and 
marched up the front steps. First 
they encountered the attaches. 

In the hatroom on the left they 
faced. C. A. Berheldt. Two bandits 
took care of him. One hit im 
the head, but the other said: “Oh, 
don't hurt him,“ and the two 
pushed Berheldt under the lower 
shelf of the hatrack. he 
stayed until the end. 

In the rotunda they found an- 
other attache, backed him up 
against the wall and ordered him 
to stay there. With a pair of scis- 
sors two of them tackled a table 
in which was a drawer containing 
$1500 in gold and bills. They falled 
and moved on to the elevator. 

While two of the marauders re- 
mained in the corridor three picked 
up the elevator man, Louls Kreuzer, 
and with pistols shoved against his 
coat drove him into the reading- 
room. On the way they gathered up 
three more attaches of the club, 
and with the four employees walk- 
ing ahead as buttresses, erupted in- 
to the reading-room. 

There James W. Byrne and J. M. 
Quay were enjoying a quiet hour. 
Two robbers held guns at Byrne's 
head while the third went through 
the victim's pockets. They had se- 
cured all the clubman's loose 
change, amounting to 315 or 320. 
when they became alarmed and 
hurried out through the front door. 
Jumping into the machine in which 
it is supposed a chauffeur was wait- 
ing, the Sve vanished. 

And in the meantime the attache 
who had backed up against the wall 
in the rotunda had gathered his 
courage together and slipped into 
the cardroom, where three well- 
known millionaires, Frank Drum, 
Gordon Armsby and Lansing Miz- 
ner were having a little game. He 
gave the alarm. Drum seized the 
pot, the lights were switched off. 
the three card players dove under 
a screen in the corner and lay 
doggo.- 

After it was all over and the 
house was filling with police, 
Thornwell Mullaly sauntered down- 
stairs from the upper regions to 
find that he had missed the big 
scene. He expressed keen regret 
that he had not been there. 

While the three bandits were 

searching Byrne’s pockets Thomas 
Barbour walked into the reading- 
room. Barbour slipped his money 
out of his pocket and threw it into 
an ash tray, where it remained, 
overlooked. by the intruders. 
The bandits are supposed by the 
police to have been rank amateurs.

The men are T. G. Hawkins, 
Jr., superintendent of the Parral 
mines of the Alvarado company: 
Leslie Webb, Bernard McDonald and 
A. W. Morris. According to the min- 
img company, at least eight Ameri- 
cans are still unaccounted for in the 
Parral district. 

The eight Americans in Parra] stil! 
unaccounted for are Jacob Meyer, E.

DECISION AFFECTS 
STATE WATER RIGHTS, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 
DENVER, Nov. 20.—A decision at- 
fecting Colorado water rights, far- 


reaching in effect and of interest 
in California, where important 
water litigation is pending, was 
rendered here today by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

The decision held that State lines 
do not affect the question of priority 
of water rights and settles the con- 
tention of the State of Colorado that 
junior appropriators in the State 
have priority pver senior appropria- 
tors in adjoining States. 

The decision sustains the lower 
court and upholds eVery contention 
of the Pioneer Irrigation Company, 
plaintiff. The essence of the deci- 
sion is that filings, first in time, are 
first in right regardless of State 
lines, 

The Pioneer Irrigation Company 
serves its customers, both in Coloe- 
rado and Nebraska, taking the water 
from the Republican River, an in- 
terstate stream. Colorado insisted 
that the Nebraska senior claimants 
for water were not entitled to water 
until Colorado junior appropriators 
had been cared for. : 
The Pioneer Irrigation Company 

made the State Engineer and the 
Water Commission of Colorado the 
defendants, It is likely that the case 
will be carried to the Supreme Court 
of the United States by the State.

BARRETT CASE? 


‘Act, is Intimation. 


Prosecutor Hints He 


Proceedings Marked by Long 
Attorneys’ Wrangles. 


Following four hours of argument 
as to the admission of certain evi- 
dence relating to the confession of 
Benton L. Barrett, who declared he 
killed his wife, Irene L. Barrett, and 
her son, Raymond Wright, Deputy 
District Attorney Clark intimated 
during the preliminary hearing yes- 
terday in Justice King’s court at 
Santa Monica that he might ask 
that the case be dismissed. It was 
also intimated, though not by any 
member of the District Attorney’s 
office, that the grand jury may be 
asked to indict Barrett on a charge 
of murder. Mr. Clark declared, fol- 
lowing a request from Justice King 
for more — tending to prove 
the corpus delicti, that he was not 
prepared to introduce further evi- 
dence until he had conferred with 
Dist.-Atty. Woolwine. 

The proceedings yesterday were 
filed with clashes between Attor- 
neys Earl Rogers and L. D. Collings 
for the defense and Deputy Clark, 
in argument as to the admission’ of 
the testimony of Capt. Austin as to 
the recital given by Barrett at the 
“murder farm. 

Capt. Austin described during the 
morning session the blood stains on 
the walls of the Barrett barn, the 
bloody sand, several strands of hair 
matted together with blood and 
other things that the attorneys for 
the prosecution declare tend to 
prove the aged man killed the wom- 
an and boy. 

Attorney Rogers sought to have 
a large part of his testimony strick- 
en out on the ground Capt. Austin 
was describing blood, hairs, bloody 
boards and other such articles, 
while the articles themselves were 
the best evidence. Argumient on 
this point lasted nearly four hours, 
culminating with notice by the .de- 
fense attorneys that they had sub- 
poenaed Dist.-Atty. Woolwine and 
Capt. Hunter, chief investigator for 
that office, to appear in court today 
and produce all these articles. This 
will require the use of at least two 
trucks. 

The testimony of Capt. Austin 
was then resumed until he started 
to tell of certain actions of Barrett 
at the farm, which Attorney Rogers 
declared would form part of an 
extrajudicial statement, or confes- 
sion, and that evidence relating to 
the confession could not be pro- 
duced until the corpus delicti, or the 
body of the crime, had been proved.

REDUCED BRAND Y TAX 
“ENCOURAGES WINE MEN. 


HE reduction from 55 to 16 
cents in the tax on brandy, 
used to fortify sweet wine, by 
the act of the last Congress, has 
materially benefited the wine indus- 
try in Southern California, accord- 
ing to figures made public yester- 
day by Chief Clerk Jones in the of- 
fice of the internal revenue collector, 
The year 1911 was one of the 
most prosperous for the Wine grow- 
ers in recent years, and during that 
season the output of sweet wine 
was 2,554,000 gallons. In 1915, be- 
cause of uncertainty of Congression- 
al legislation, the season's run fell 
to 740,000 gallons of sweet wine. 
This year the season has six weeks 
to run, and up to this time the sweet 
wine already produced totals 2,700,- 
000 gallons, with strong indications 
that another million gallons will be 


their product when the cost of ma- 


added to the production before the 


close of the year. Dry wine pro- 


* 


ducers, it is expected, will make as 
many gallons as the sweet wine 
manufacturers, indicating the total | 
wine production of this district for 
the entire year will not be less than 
7,000,000 gallons. This production | 
has not been realized in the history 
of the industry. 

When the size of the tax on 
brandy was uncertain, and when the 
rate was 55 cents, there was much 
difficulty In marketing wine, on ac- 
count of the higher price demanded. 
Ordinarily manufacturers are able 
to demand an increased price for 


terials advance, but consumers of 
wine, who have been accustomed to 
pay one price, would not bear the 
additional cost imposed, and, as the 
result of the high tax, the industry 
had several lean years. Wine men 
therefore anticipate the best finan- 
cial year they have had, because of

Cement Firm to Show Proofs 
of Products Success. 


The peculiar situation has de- 
veloped in this city—which is making 
a special campaign to secure new 
industries, and has just closed a 
week's display of such concerns se- 
cured during the present year— 
whereby a public hearing before one 
of the municipality’s most important 
commissions is necessary to deter- 
mine whether or not Los Angeles 
shall acquire another industry. 

In order to make possible the 
existence of this industry in Los An- 
geles specifications for sewer pipe 
for city use must be changed, 80 


that cement pipe may come in com- 
petition with clay pipe. If this 
is done the California Glazed Ce- 
ment Pipe Company will establish a 
permanent plant here, with the first 
unit giving employment to from 
thirty to forty people. 

Recently Capt. J, D. Fredericks, 


attorney for the company, appeared 


before the Board of Public Works, 
and pointed out that present sewer 
Specifications prohibited considera- 
tion of the use of cement pipe. He 
asked for modifications, so that such 
pipe could compete with the clay 
products, Then the Municipal 
League asked for a public hearing 
on the subject, and since that time 
three other petitions have been filed, 
asking that «thorough investigation 
be made befor there is any change 
in the city’s specifications for sewer 
pipe. This investigation is asked for 
“to determine to what extent the 
health and property interests of the 
city will be affected by the change.“ 

Some of the petitioners for a pub- 
lic hearing have stated that they 
understand the use of cement pipe 
for sewers is contrary to the best 
engineering practice, and that such 
material cannot withstand disinte- 
gration through chemical action of 
SeWage and the attendant acids and 


ases. 
The public hearing will be held by 


the Board of Public Works on the 


29th inst. Opponents to any change 
in the specifications undoubtedly 
will present their arguments, and 
C. W. Boynton, head of the Cali- 
fornia Glazed Cement Pipe Company, 
whose headquarters are at No. 825 
Central Building, stated yesterday

Mr. Boynton said that evidence 
will be presented to show that ce- 
ment sewer pipe is being success- 
fully used in various cities of the;

VIOLINIST’S RECITAL FEATURES 
SLAVIC WORKS. 


—ͤ——J“ — —

The Russian dance idea has be- 
come so popular in this country dur- 
ing the past few years that the 
music of the Slavic land has gotten 
a peculiar attraction for the 
public. And the music of Rutsia de- 
serves publicity it may acquire by 
this means, because in recent years 
it has made a striking forward move- 
ment that bears following with close 
interest. 

Credit must be given, 
to 
for endeavoring to place something 
of the spirit of so interesting «a 
movement before her audience at 
recital featuring a programme 
Russian music, in which she was as- 
sisted by Isabelle Isgrig in a series 
of Slavic song numbers, last night 
at Brackett Hall. While not fully 
equal to the demands of the rather 
difficult type of pelections they gave, 
the two musicians provided some- 
thing quite distinct and novel for 
the interested audience, composed to 
a large extent of persons prominent 
in the local social and musical world. 

In her lighter numbers like the 
“Chant Sans Paroles” (Melodie Tar- 
tare) by Kosloff, the “Valse Caprice” 
(Wieniawski,) the familiar “Song 
Without Words” (Tschaikowsky) and 
the Orientale“ (Cesar Cuil, Miss 
Read’s capabilities showed to excel- 
lent advantage. She fingered the ex- 
ceedingly difficult passages of the 
Glazunow “Concerto,” her principal 
offering with a great deal of skill. 
Lack of tonal perfection is what 
mars the musical side of her work, 
which is very uneven in this respect. 
Her interpretations were restricted 
by this fault. This was particularly 
to be noted in portions of the Con- 
certo and the Taskine Mazurka. 

Miss Isgrig gave a pretty and 
appealing rendition of the plaintive 
Tschaikowsky “Cradle Song.” A 
slight nervousness interfered with 
her voicing and interpretation of 
the“ Song of the Shepherd. Leh!” 
from Rimsky-Korsakoft's opera 
“Snegoroutshka.”’ 
flakes” arietta was more complete 
in the impression it gave. Tschai- 
kowsky’s “Farewell, Ye Hills” from 
“Jeanne d'Arc“ found her deficient 
in requisite dramatic power. While 
the clear light shaft of concentrated 
tone and feeling is absent from her 
work, there is a pretty color and 
quality to her voice that gives a sen- 
sitive fineness to her softer tones. 

Both musicians would have been 
heard to better advantage in a pro- 
gramme of less severe type, but the 
novelty of their offering was never: 
theless commendable. 

The accompaniments of Mrs. W. C. 
Read; while clear, lacked insptration 
and the proper degree of pliancy. 
Mrs. F. B. Reynard also assisted at 
the piano, playing for Miss Isgrig.

AMBITION OF THE CHURCH FOR 
TEMPORAL POWER, 

Recent ecclesiastical incursions into poll. 
tics leave little doubt in the averade lay 
mind that political influence is the ultimate 
aim of many branches of the Christian 
church. This cannot be too seriously. de- 
plored by those who wish to see the church 
strong in spiritual influence, above and apart 
from the sordid political considerations 
which ever make for strife, controversy, 
bitterness. 

It is a historical fact that whenever the 


church has become so immersed in politics © 


as to be influential in the political life of a 
nation it has brought concerted rebellion 
against it. Every nation has passed 
through this troubled and bitter experience 
at some time in its history, always ending 


in a violent severance of church and state, 


‘to the detriment of the church. The most 
recent example has taken place in Mexico, 
where the church interfered so brazenly in 
politics and government that a violent re- 
action set in against it. Francisco Bulnes 
in “Las Grandes Mentiras de Nuestra His- 
toria” says in connection with the loss of 
Texas to Mexico: | . 

“The truth is that we owe the loss of 
Texas to Lucas Alaman, a 
leader loyal and faithful to clerical in- 
terests and a man of the greatest cred- 
it with the church—a militarism per. 
sonified in the vices, ambition, corrup- 
tion and degradation of its general, 

Santa Ana.” 


Speaking ot the ambitions of the clerical. 


party and their impositions upon the Mex- 

ican government, Gutierrez de Lara, in his 

historical survey of Mexican affairs, says: 
“Conditions tn Mexico at this time 
were at their darkest. Specia) taxa- 
tion had been tmposed by the church- 
influenced Congress, from which, of 


 @ourse, church property was exempted; 


while nearly all of the cofn in the coun- 
try was the debased product of coun- 
terfeit mints owned and operated by 
the officers of the arme. An- 
astasio Bustamente, that faithful watch- 
dog of the clerical interests, was elect- 
ed to the Presidency of the republic. Ap- 
pointed to the Presidency would more 
accurately state the case, for the exer- 
cise of the franchise was so hedged 
about that all trace of popular will was 
destroyed. And, be it remembered, this 
same clerical party in Mexico believed 
that its incursion into politics was 
strictly moral.” 

And so it has always been when the 
church has sought and acquired political 
power. So soon as the church believes that 
virtue can come through legislation rather 


than spiritual upbuilding, corruption and 


graft are rampant in the land. So lone as 
the church prefers temporal to spiritual 
power, so soon does the spirit of the nation 
decay 


Yet we find our American churches show- 
ing the same dismal, soul-wrecking ten- 
dencies. Pulpits everywhere were the most 
violent of political rostrums at election 
time. Not the laws of Christ, but the laws 
of man, were the perpetual theme of dis- 
course. Not the beauty and sweetness of 
life as it can be, but the brutality of life 
as the church prefers to view it, was dinned 
into our ears. 

Now our churches are exempted from 
taxation in this State because of their ex- 
clusively-spiritual vocation. If indeed our 
churches are convinced that their place is 
in polities, controversial and liberty de- 
stroying, why should other taxpayers be 
called upon to support them? The churches, 
too, should, and assuredly will, be called 
upon to pay their share of the taxes of the 
nation, even as taxpaying members of each 
political party are called upon to contribute 
their share. In this fair country, in which 
justice and religious liberty are our pet 
boasts, the great body of the voting tax- 


payers will never concede that the churches 


can have it both ways. Either they are 
strictly and exclusively religious organiza- 
tions, aiding the soul in its struggle against 
submerging materialism, or they are po- 


‘litical organizations frankly maintained for 


the influence of special legislation. The 
first-may fairly and reasonably be exempt 
from taxation on their property; the latter 
have no iota of claim on the whole com- 
munity. A movement to so amend the 
State Constitution as to repeal all exemp- 
tion of churches from taxation is already 
afoot—the war cry being that the church 
properties are used for political meetings 
and therefore not ‘entitled to exemption 
from taxes. 7 

And in the matter of voluntary contribu- 
tions. How many church members are 
willing to make their donations for polit- 
ical purposes? At present, notwithstanding 
the incessant demand for: money and still 
more money, the voluntary contributions 
to the churches are generous and colossal. 


Congregations everywhere find themselves 


exhorted to give, give, give. And they re 
spond magnificently for the most part, play- 
ing their part generously in the mainte 
nance of the House of God, and God's 
spokesman. But when the House of God 
becomes a mere political auditorium—when 


the man of God becomes a mere political” 


orator—they might as well make their con- 
tributions direct to an efficient and frank 
political party and done with it 

When, as in the case of exemption from 
taxes, the whole community supports an 
organization it must essentially be non- 
partisan, nonpolitical. No man is prepared 
to subscribe to the funds of his political 


opponents unless only and when they have 
been elected by a popular majority vote. 


As it is, church-goer and non-churchman 
alike support the religious organizations 
of the country, on religious, not political, 
principles. Agreed that the church has its 
important place in the nation, agreed are 
we all that religion is a basic need of civil 


tization. But religion is one thing and poli- 


tles another. If the church has nothing 
but the welfare of the soul, of the con- 
science, of the character at heart, its infiu- 
entia) ministrations should assure our us- 
ing our vote according to our conscientious 
convictions, without specific exhortations 
from the pulpit upon our duty. Duty is a 
matter of individual conscience. Given the 
conscience, we ourselves will make the 
necessary laws.

No German soldier considers his daily 
menu complete without a sausage of some 
kind or other, and tbe “stronger” its flavor 
the better. A nutritious pea soup is also 
a staple of the army ration. 

The mainstay of the French soldier con- 
sists of his beloved “soup” as he calls it. 
It is really a thick, nourishing stew, made 
of meat, potatoes and various other vege- 
tables. 

The English “Tommy” is omnivorous, but 
the things he loves above all else are 
bacon and jam.

THE KNOWITALLS. 
Or Why Does the Shoemaker Talk 
About Art? | 
BY JEANNE REDMAN, . 

Recent interviews with great 
Americans have brought to light a 
current theory in our country that 
because a man is master of one sub- 
ject he must be superior in all oth- 
ers. It is natural to assume that a 
great mind can achieve in many di 
rections, but it is not safe to believe 
that a great mind has information 
upon all gubjects. Some of the stu- 
pidest aphorisms in the world have 
been uttered by great men about 
topics on which they were not qual- 
med to speak. It is true that being 
a master of one industry presup- 
poses an acquaintance with others. 
but we go further—and fare worse. 

It has come to be a vogue among 
interviewers to ask a great politi- 
cian what he thinks about business 
methods, and to ask a business man 
what he thinks about politics. It’s 
almost like asking a prohibitionist 
about his taste in wines, with the 
difference that the latter would 
probably not express himself. Peo- 
ple who can talk about what they 
know are many, but there are more 
who talk about things of which they 
have not the slighest experience. 
Nothing so flatters an ignorant man. 
as a question about a subject un- 
familiar to him—and, at the same 
time, nothing renders him so loqua- 
clo 


us. 

Imagine the spectacle of a politt- 
cian who, when approached upon the 
subject of schools, would say quite 
frankly, “I know nothing about the 
subject.” What a relief! But he 
would better not. We wouldn't 
trust him We have an astonishing 
faith in brag, and there are so many 
men shouting in this country, and 
so many ready to tell the interview- 
er what they know upon all subjects 


under the sun, that it behooves each 


to out-talk the other. Our noisiest 
men therefore are our greatest. Is 
it not so? 


— 

There is a fas on just now for 
interviewing Henry Ford. It makes 
little difference whether the subject 
under disgussion comes within the 
scope of his knowledge; we assume 
that because he can make the cheap- 
est automobile in the greatest quan- 
tity he also knows the greatest 
We ask 
him what he would do about poll 
tics, wars and religion—and I am 
in daily afprehension of his views 
on golf. The remarkable part of it 
is that he has no fear of making a 
fool of himself. But if he gives 
many more interviews upon divers 
questions it will not be long before 
even this credulous nation will come 
to the conclusion that the one thing 
in the world that Henry Ford really 
knows anythine about is how 
make cheap automobiles. 

Thomas Edison is a great inven- 
tor, and we are proud of him; but 
why does he get )'mself interviewed 
upon the question of our navy? The 
average sailor man would be 
ashamed of himself if he conld not 
give a more accurate account of the 
deficiencies of the navy than Edison 
can. Edison tells us that our navy 
is inferior, and however keenly alive 
we are to its disabilities and how- 
ever ready we are to say, anything 
that will reflect discredit upon our 
Secretary, still Edison cannot ver- 
sade us that our navy is worthless. 
Why does he not talk about elec- 
tricity and leave government to the 
men who have devoted their lives 
to the study of such problems? If 
this is a time for specializing. ft’s 
a pity that we do not specialize in 
the matter of talking. Edison and 
Ford would not permit themselves to 


| be interviewed upon the subject of 


Beethoven sonatas or of futurist 
painting; but moral theology and 
politics are such nice broad sub- 
jects that there is room in the dis- 
cussion of them for an unlimited 
display of ignorance without being 
caught. 

Luther Burbank, a truly wonderful 
gardener, lets loose his opinions 
upon ethics as readily as he would 
upon roses. It did not take long 
for the interviewer's imagination 
to jump from plant selection to eu- 
genics; and no sooner was it brought 
to Burbank’s mind that he could 
sprout in a single night from a gar- 
dener Into a master of the problems 
of the improvement of the race than 
he began giving interviews upon eu- 
genics. Fortunately the selecting 
and mating of men and women for 
the doubtful sake of the race blew 
over with the rapidity of the Ford 
peace expedition. It is a thing of 
the past, while Burbank’s seeds will 
grow on. | 


This desire of men to talk about 
the unknown is universal. To dis- 
cuss the things with which they are 
well acquainted limits the itmacina- 
tion, to which they like to give free 
rein. You cannot be emotional or 
heroic about the combining of seeds, 
but once you get into morality you 
have an unlimited field for opinions 
which are not threadbare from us- 


age. 

A pleasing ation for a ready 
wit would be the collection of sub 
jects for interviews. The prospect 
is ineffably stimulating. I submit 
the following: Christy Mathewson 
upon “The Care and Feeding of In- 
fants;" Eddie Foy upon “The Em- 
eacy of Ancient Hindu Religions in 
America,” with an introduction by 
Rabindranath Tagore; and Col.

THE WAR IN ITALY. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

son that led this war one 
should keep mind certain 
facts concerning our national psy- 
chology. The Italian: people—tike 
all the Latins of modern times—are 
not aggressive by nature nor given 
to material conquests. They are, on 
the contrary, idealists and especially 
imbued with a sense of justice. The 
tradition of ancient Rome its not 
with us a tradition of arms and of 
military undertakings; but of art 
and law. This explains why our 
younger generation is always en- 
thusiastically responsive to high 
fdeals and susceptible: to new spir 
itual movements, and why all of us 
worship our martyrs and our heroes 
and hate oppression and tyranny. In 
order that our people rise to fight 
brayely and heroically it is neces- 
therefore, to attack their ideals 
and their sense of human justice. 
The war against Austria was very 
popular from its beginning. Ital- 
fans learn that Austria is our bitter 
enemy from their first reader in the 
elementary school. Hatred against 
that nation is instinctive in us be 
cause we see in her the oppressor 
of our national freedom. The re 
deeming of Trent and Trieste was a 
desire more than necessity, the 
vindication of the irmternational fus- 
tice more than a pretext for terri- 
torial annexation. That is, we want 
to settle accounts with a nation 
which exercised tyranny over our 
unredeemed brethren and which 
continually threatened us from the 
Alps. The Italian government could, 
therefore, count on our people's 
hearty support in a war against Aus- 
tria, which was declared after the 
treaty of the Triple Alliance had been 
broken by Austria herself and after 
the policy of neutrality and isolation 
had been proven dangerous to us. 
The necessity of declaring war on 
Germany matured tn the conscience 
of our people after a long medita- 
tion. Germany, before the war, had 
acquired in Italy great sympathy 
and admiration for her achieve 
ments. The Italians, who are always 
ee git to new ideas, had assimi- 
ated a great deal of the German cul- 
ture. In fact, we loved the great 
romantic poets, Schiller, Goethe and 
Heine, and the great philosophers, 
Kant, Fichte and Hegel, almost as 
much as our own Dante and Vico. 
We were also struck with admira- 
tion for the truly astounding prog 
ress made by Prussia during the last 
half a century. We looked upon 
Frederick the Great, William I and 
Bismarck as remarkable geniuses. 
The great agenerian operas, the 
Beethoven symphonies and the har 
monies of Meyerheer touched us 
profoundly. The names of Karl 
Marx and Frederic Engels inspired 
adoration on the part of the asses. 
And to these spiritual ana tntellec- 
tual relations were added the com- 
mercial activities displayed among 
us by German manufacturers, which 
had made of. ug virtually a vassal 
people to German industry. | 
This mags of common ideals and 
of commercial relations could not be 
cuff off by a single blow. Nor coul 
the Italian people be convinced t 
Germany was our enemy without 
realizing first that there was be- 
tween ué and the German face a 
decided conflict of sentiment and in- 
terests. It was Germany herself 
who brought about this realization. 
Fighting Austria meant for us the 
vindication of the tumiliation to 
which that nation had submitted 
us for a long period of history: it 
meant the demolition of an empire 
which exercised tyranny over\ ten 
different helpless little states. Fight- 
ing Germany meant for us the vin- 
dication of the fundamental laws of 
liberty and, of human justice which 
had been attacked by a colossal mil- 
itary machine with the {dea of con- 
quering the world. When the Ital- 
tan people fully understood the am- 
bitions of the Germans they re 
belled and prepared to defend civil- 
ization against such aggression. 
But beyond all this Germany be- 
came guilty in our sight by offending 
us directly. She did not hesitate in 
sinking several boats of ours in her 
mad submarine warfare. She sent 
troops and ammunitions to the aid 
of Austria against our lines. She 
treated the Italians residing in her 
territory as enemies ans did all she 
could to arouse our indignation, and 
thus war became inevitable.

We, in fact, fee) braver in this 
latest conflict, for whereas we were 
fighting Austria principally to vindi- 
cate the injustice done to us as a 
nation, we are now at war with Ger- 
many to defend Latin civilization 
against defeat.

IN SLAYING CASE, 
ACCUSED DOESN'T APPEAR. 


August Le Brun, who is alleged 
to have attempted the slaying of A. 
G. badeaux at Newhall the night 
of October 6, failed to appear for 
trial yesterday when his case was 
called in the court of Judge Craig. 
A bench warrant was turned over 
to Sheriff Cline for service. The two 
men are alleged to have quarreled 
over a gambling debt, and to have 
been practical feudists against each 
other for a period of about four 
years prior to the last shooting. There 
was a former affair of this kind 
in which Thibadeaux is alleged to 
have attempted to shoot Le Brun.
